Contrary to the belief that may exist, radio 
and motion pictures are causing a demand for 
more and better reading book s, especially in the 
rural sections 
of the country , 
according to a 
statistical survey of a public library commission. 
This is encouraging, because opinions to the 
contrary are frequently heard. 
Many people be­ 
lieve that the public is spending their time in 
motion picture theaters or else stay ing at home 
listening over the radio for entertainm ent. 
It is explained in the report of the library 
commission, that the productions of the screen 
suggest new lines of thought, stim ulate interests 
in new nations and bring into prominence and 
favor many of the classics in literature, which 
creates a desire for reading. 
The radio has led an increased interest in 
political subjects, those of educational interest, 
and many 
inquiries come to the 
libraries for 
book s relating to topics tha t have been heard in 
lectures or discussed over the radio. 
This same 
thing is true for the dem and for historical nov­ 
els, so that there is a tendency on the part of th? 
public today to show added interest in book s and 
libraries.

there is so much of political de­ 
ceit and insincerity involved. The 
chance of 
the McNary -Haugen 
bill, as it is about to get through 
Congress, becoming a law is prac­ 
tically nil. Why devote time and 
space to something tha t is ex­ 
pected to accomplish nothing ex­ 
cept to give a lot of politicians 
an opportunity to go y ammering 
up and down the state 
and 
through their districts telling 
how they love the farm er 
and 
how they have tried to get some 
‘ relief” for him? 
President Coolidge vetoed the 
McNary -Haugen bill presented to 
him at a previous session of Con­ 
gress. He was very specific in his 
explanation of the reasons

his action. The farm er has not a 
better friend in this country than 
is President Coolidge. He is sin­ 
cerely anxious 
to have 
some­ 
thing on the statute book s that 
will be economically sound and 
in accordance with the constitu­ 
tion. He told Congress tha t its 
plan for “farm relief” along the 
proposed lines is unconstitution­ 
al. unsound, price-fixing and un­ 
work able. 
The Star has too much respect 
for the intelligence of some of 
those who are supporting the 
McNary -Haugen bill 
to think 
they believ e the President will 


eat his words of a y ear ago. The 
equalization fee to which he took 
serious objection is retained 
in 
the new bill. If it was wrong in 
February of last y ear it is wrong 
today . The President will not 
compromise with w hat he belie­ 
ves to be wrong. Members of 
Congress k now 
tha t and ' un­ 
doubtedly m any among them are 
putting the -farm relief” 
ques­ 
tion up to the President. They 
w ant the credit for seeming to be 
anxious to do something, k now­ 
ing President Cooldige stands in 
the way of the M cNary -IIaugen 
bill becoming a law. 
Under the circum stances, it is 
a waste of effort to give serious 
thought to the M cNary -Haugen 
proposal. Such attention only 
play s the game of the politicians 
who are anxious to have the 
m easure look ed upon seriously in 
order that they may get credit 
for try ing to do something con­ 
structive.

There 
should be legislation tha t will 
help agriculture, if tha t can be 
devised.

Indianapolis, April 19—(U.R)— 
The 24-hour matcn race between 
the French-made Hispano-Suiza 
and th£ American-made Stutz 
automobiles ended abruptly here 
today when the Stutz machine 
went into the pits for the ninth 
time since the start of the race 
and its backers defimtely with­ 
drew. 
The Stutz was forced out at 
8 :21 with a broken connecting 
rod. 
When the Stutz withdrew from 
the race, the Hispano had travel­ 
ed 543 laps 
11,357£ miles) in 19 
hours 21 minutes. The Stutz had 
covered but 293 laps and 
had 
spent a great part of its time in 
the pits. The Hispano average 
for 1,350 miles was 70.2 
miles 
per hour. Backers of the two 
cars had wagered $25,000 on the 
outcome of the race. 
It was announced that another 
Stutz would 
enter the 
race 
against the Hispano to run until 
tone o'clock today as an ex hibi­ 
tion affair.

was J. T. Wyatt, the first man in 
the world to know the Atlantic 
had been spanned from east to 
west and was the first man to 
congratulate the German and Ir- 
ish crew.

WATSON DECLARED MATCH 


FOR HOOVER FACTIONS 


Indianapolis, April 
19—(U.R)— 


Campaign forces of both Sen. 
James E. Watson and Herbert 
Hoover today promised that the 
Republican presidential prefer- 
ence campaign in Indiana will 
end in a blaze of stump speeches 
and political oratory. 
Oscar G. Foellinger, Indiana 


manger of the Hoover campaign 
said that the previous plan to 
confine the Hoover speaking ac- 
tivities to Hoosier orators would 
be abandoned and that in its 
place would come a corps of na- 
tional orators 
who are to be 


brought to Indiana for the last 
two weeks of the campaign. 


Watson forces countered with 


the announcement that the Sen- 
ator himself will return to Indi- 
ana Tuesday for a series of 
speeches in the northern part of 
the state and that several other 
speakers will take the stump for 
him. 
However, M. Bert Thurman, 


the Watson manager, said that 
Watson speakers would be Hoos- 
iers and that outside aid would 
not be called in. 


"Senator Watson is more than 


a match for all that Hoover can 
bring into the state," Thurman 
said.

direction from which the terrific 
wind came. Afraid they would be 
blown off their course, they fired 
a bomb rocket into the air.

The Bremen was brought down 


from an altitude of 1,500 feet at 
which it was cruising, to within 
100 feet to the waves.

The fog in- 
tervening made it necessary to 
go up 1,000 feet. 
Then the oil fuel pipe broke. 


(This had not been revealed pre- 
viously.)

From it they ascertained that 
they still were flying west. 


But finally the crew lost all 


their bearings. They believe that 
the compass f ailed to function 
properly.

The Bremen herself was work- 


ing well. None of the snow had 
adhered to the wings or to the 
body of the plane. 


The sun peeped through 


clouds for a few seconds. 


The flyers held a consultation

Then the fog cleared a little 


and the flyers discerned an im- 
mense forest leading to a large 
river.

that the plane was compelled to

Life on Insanity Grounds 


Proved Worthless 


Benton. HI., April 
19—(U.R)—. 


Charlie Birger, one of the most 
colorful gang leaders of south- 
ern Illinois, died on the gallows 
at 9:51 a. m. 
today, charged- 


with conspiring the murder of 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City. 


"It's a beautiful world," Birger 


said as he walked alone up the 
13 steps of the gallows and look- 
ed out on the crowd. 


Just before Phil Hanna, 
the 


White county hang-man, step- 
ped up to adjust the noose and 
black head mask, Birger waved 
his hand to a man in the crowd 
and said: 


"Good bye, Doc." 
Then he asked: 
"Where is the hangman?" 
Hanna stepped up, and in his 


characteristic manner 
sought 


quietly to 
apologize 
to the 


doomed man for the duty 
he 


was about to perform. 


"That's all right; you don't 


have to apologize for anything. 
I have nothing against anyone 
in the world any more." 


A moment later Hanna rapid- 


ly adjusted the noose, and 
at 


9:51 the trap was sprung, send- 
ing Charley Birger to the fate he 
openly defied for years 
and 


then mocked when placed 
in 


prison. 
. 


With the solace of a 
Jewish 


rabbi who conferred with him 
in his cell at the roped-off Fran- 
klin county jail, Birger, before, 
the hanginer appeared in marked 
contrast to the profane man who 
disrupted his final legal appeal 
Tuesday—a sanity hearing.

The rabbi attded that Birger for- 
gave all who had participated hi 
his prosecution.

The radio has led an increased interest in 


political subjects, those of educational interest, 
and many inquiries come to the libraries for 
books relating to topics that have been heard in 
lectures or discussed over the radio. This same 
thing is true for the demand for historical nov- 
els, so that there is a tendency on the part of ths 
public today to show added interest in books and 
libraries.
